Russia Has New Commander 


Of Armies of the North As 


Well As New Chief of Sfaff

don)—The appointment of General 
Alexiev as chief of staff to 
Grand 


Duke Nicholas and of General Ruz- 
sky as commander of the Northern 
armies of Russia has led 
to 
the 


adoption of a hopeful tone by the 
Russian press, which expresses con- 
fidence in the future operations of 
tlie forces of the empire. 
General 


Alexiev made a notable reputation 
in his conduct of the Russian opera- 
tions against Austria. 


The Russian offensive on the right 


bank of the Viliya river has slowed 
down, but may proceed further. Rus- 
sian military critics are 
convinced 


that the aim of the Germans is to 
cross the river Divina, take posses- 
sion of the railway line between Riga 
and Divinsk, capture Vilna and al- 
so the fortress of Rovno, far to the 
south and entrench for the winter. 
Already they are within ten miles 
of Rovno and are working against 
the northern end of the line, espe- 
cially at Lida, about 
fifty 
miles 


southeast of Vilna. 
It is believed 


here that the Russians have excel- 
lent chances of successfully defend- 
ing the Dvina line. 


A conference of JPetrograd £ity 


councilmen and citizens has select- 
ed a committee, the membership of 
which includes Alexander Guchkoff, 
to prepare a resolution for submis- 
sion to the council on Wednesday 
next.

London Sept. 4—In the absence of 


marked changes on any of the battle 
fronts, the English public has again 
turned its attention to the diplomatic 
situation in the Near East and to 
rumors of tentative efforts in the di- 
rection of peace negotiations. 


It is announced officially at Nish 
hat the final draft of Serbia's answer 
o the note of the quadruple entente 
s ready and will be presented short- 
y. It is presumed here that the re- 
ply on the whole will be favorable in 
regard to concessions to Bulgaria, al- 


I though little hope is entertained that 
Serbia will grant her late enemy all 
the territory demanded in Macedonia. 


Advices from Sofia indicate that 


unless the whole of Macedonia is con- 
ceded there is little chance of re- 
establishment of the, Balkan 
league. 


It is pointed out In official circles at 
the Bulgarian capital that compliance 
with the program of the entente al- 
lies means actual participation in the 
war while agreement to the request of 
the Central Powers implies merely 
friendly neutrality, expressed in per- 
Jnlttlng the shipment through Bri- 
£aria of arms and-other-war supplies 
for the Turks. 


Although it has been established 


rather definitely that London has no 
part in the initiation of informal 
peace discussions, it is plain that offi- 
cial circles are interested keenly in 
the news of activity in this direction. 
There are straws in the wind which 
indicate that what are designated as 
"proper peace overtures" on the part 
of Germany, would meet with consid- 
eration. However, the general public, 
not so well informed as is the gov- 
ernment probably would regard such 
overtures as premature. 


While diplomats are seeking to en- 


large the sphere of the war, and while 
talk of peace is in the air, the great 
struggle continues along all fronts 
without interruption. 
The 
Russians 


are fighting desperately along the 
Dvina, protecting the shortest road to 
Petrograd. They are .developing a 
counter offensive before Vilna which 
evidently is designed 
to

afraid 
of it. 
Conse- 


quently a good many men who would 
be worthy of credit fail to get it. 


If it could come about that the 


farmers of a district should invest 
savings in such an institution, they 
would 
furnish 
a great safeguard 


against depreciation of the security. 
It would be for their interest to re- 
port to headquarters if a property 
was not being kept up. They could 
afford to loan more on a farm right 
under their eyes than capitalists lo- 
cated at a distance would feel like 
letting out on it.
